The Examiner asserts that the instant application contains claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species: Figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5a, and 5b. 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants hereby elect the species corresponding 
to Figure 1, at least claims 1, 3, 9-10, 13-15, 18, 22, 25, 28-29, 36-37, 39 and 45-46 encompass that 
species.
